Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on 
February 17, 2006 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 52-54 and 63 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim 51, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process 
of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same 
and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 51 and 55-62 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for treating malaria caused by 
Plasmodium parasite, P. falciparium with hydroxydiphenyl ether compounds, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for other inhibitor of fatty add synthesis; effective 
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against the other three Plasmodium parasites that causes malaria, P. vivox, P. ovale, 
and P. malariae or the addition of another known antimalarial agents with the 
inhibitors of fatty add synthesis. The specification does not enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

In this regard, the application disclosure and claims have been compared per 
factors indicated in the decision In re Wands , 8 USPQ2d 1400 (Fed. Cir., 1988) as to 
undue experimentation. 

The factors include: 

1 ) the quantity of experimentation necessary 

2) the amount of direction or guidance provided 

3) the presence or absence of working examples 

4) the nature of the invention 

5) the state of the art 

6) the relative skill of those in the art 

7) the predictability of the art and 

8) the breadth of the claims 

The instant specification fails to provide guidance that would allow the skilled 
artisan background sufficient to practice that instant invention without resorting to 
undue experimentation in view of further discussion below. 

As of record, for reasons of record as d set forth in the Office action dated 
August 15, 2005 at pages 2-6 as applied to claims 51-53 and 55-62. 
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Applicant's remarks regarding the instant specification does shows enablement 
for treating malaria caused by the other three Plasmodium parasites that causes 
malaria, P. vivax, P. ovale, and P. malariae are not persuasive since the applicant 
states in the response dated February 17, 2006 that the instant specification does 
shows data for treating malaria caused by P. falciparum (Examples 1 and 2) and P. 
berghei (Example 3). However, the claims do not recite this critical limitation. 

Applicant's submitted affidavit under 132 shows that another inhibitor of fatty 
add synthesis such as cerulenin, is effective in the inhibiting the growth of 
Plasmodium falciparum only and not the other three Plasmodium parasites. Also the 
affidavit does not show other inhibitors of fatty acid synthesis are effective in 
treating malaria. 

Again, applicant's instant specification does not contain any experimental data 
showing the combination of the hydroxydiphenyl ether compounds or derivatives with 
other antimalarial agents as set forth in claims 55-57, 60 and 61 . 

The rejections made under 35 USC 112, first paragraph as adhered to. 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to 
the entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected 
on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in 
the application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE 
FINAL even though it is a first action after the filing of a request for continued 
examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114. See MPEP § 706.07(b).
